During a skirmish with a party of 


Moros on the evening of Feb. 19, Jos. 
B. Davis a Dresden boy, now a private 
of the 6th U. S. Infantry stationed at 
Camp Keithley. P. I., was shot and 
seriously wounded and is now in a 
hospital recuperating, according to a 
letter received a few days ago by rel- 
atives in Dresden.

Pavis as he lay propped up in a bed 
in the hospital at Camp Keithley. he 
gives a graphic stoiy of the skirmish. 


He said the troops were marching 


along the lake coast on the evening of 
Teh. 19 at about B..10 o'clock. 
Dusk 


had fallen'and the shades of night be- 
gan to appear when without warning 
at a place near tho Ganassa river, 
the Moios attacked the troops. 
A 


lively skirmish followed. 


Davis was the only soldier injured 


Ijut three of the Moros were killed. 
Davis lost one of his lingeis on his 
left hand and 
received two 
ugly 


gashes from a saber on the right arm 
and was shot in the front of his left 
leg just above the anMe. the bullet 
sinking the bone, making an ugly 
wound. 


Davis was picked up and earned 


into the camp and placed in the c.uo 
of n surgeon. 
He was seriously ill 


for nearly a month but is now well 
on the road to recovery.
